"by its friends" was drawn by the 
New York Tribune in a recent issue. 
According to the Tribune, the senate 
finance committee and the house ways 
and means committee will obtain au- 
thority to hold sessions during the re- 
cess of congicss and "conduct such ex- 
ammatiqn into the tariff schedule's as 
may be deemed wise in view of the ap- 
proaching revision." "There will be no 
public hearings, no widely advertised 
consideration of particular Schedules 
to upset business and possibly frighten 
importers, but the work will go on in a 
quiet and orderly manner, so that when 
congress meets again everything -will 
be prepared for prompt and efficient 
action." "Before adjournment all the 
minutiae will have been arranged, and 
almost before the industries of the 
country have felt the first breath of 
disturbance the operation will have 
been performed and the patient will be 
convalescing."

A Well Known Episcopalian Divine. 


Sample of His Fighting Spirit. 


As rector of Trinity parish in New 


Jork city Rev. Dr. Morgan Dis, the j 
generated and venerable Episcopal cler- 
gyman, who recently died in I-Ccvr 
York, had under bis immediate con- i 
trol nine churches and twenty-si - cler- 
gymen. 
In addition to bis cbu/ch 


work he bad great responsibilities in 
a business way. 
The Trinity church 


corporation owns property estimated at 
53!),000.000 or more and pays taxes on 
518,000,000. 


It has an income of almost a million ' 


dollars a year, but the strict business . 
principles on which it is run permit it, 
acfordin? to the statistics avaDable, 
to expend but $L>62,000 in maintenance i 
and benevolence. The administration 
of the corporation bas always beon con- 
ducted with a sscrecy approximating 
tbe mysterious, and Dr. Dis as an im- 
portant factor in tho corporation al- 
ways maintained a strict silence wbon 
any information for publication was 
soijRht concerning its affairs. Not since 
1S14. it is said, bas the public been 
told anything about Trinity. Dr. Dis, 
who was therefore required to be a 
financier of ability as well as a spir- 
.trial power, received a salary of $25,- 
XiO a year. 


Dr. Dix was born in New York in 


1S27, 
was educated in Columbia <-ol- 


.egc and the General TheologicaT *kn- 
inary and by travel nnd study abroad. 
He was ordained a priest in Philadel- 
phia in 1853 by Bishop Alouzo Potter. 


and in 1S50 he formed his permanent 
associpi:, • with Trinity parish, first 
ns assistant minister In 1S33,. four 
years later as assistaut rector a ad as 
rector in ISti'J. 


Dr. Dix was unalterably opposed to 


divorce, aiid in 1904, after tlie Episco- 
pal church iu America refused to take 
the decisive stand sijiaiust the divorce 
evil, ho led bis parish in declaring that 
uo divorced persuu whatsoever should 
be nmrried iu any of its churches. 


The lighting spirit of tho man was 


exemplified iu a lawsuit which lie 
wajrixi when lie was past seventy-fire 
years old until he finally won in Now 
York state's bigbest court. The amount 
lit issue was not large, but the principle 
was great. Dr. Dix inherited a life in- 
terest iu several up state farms.

Specific Examples Showing How Com- 


binations Affect Industry. 


"Whether or not the trusts were re- 


sponsible for the coming of the panic, 
it is easy to see how they are making 
the business depression longer and 
more intense. 
The officials of the 


American Newspaper Publishers' as- 
sociation have given out a statement 
Showing that the paper trust is cur- 
tailing its output, closing down mills, 
discharging 
workmen 
and—keeping 


prices up. This sort of thing makes 
hard times harder. The tribute exact- 
ed by the paper trust has been raised 
so high that many newspapers and 
other users of paper have decreased 
the size of their publications and in 
some cases raised their subscription 
rates. 


If the trust were interested in re- 


lieving the industrial depression or in 
anything except its own income, it 
would narrow its margin of profit a 
little, lower the price and stimulate 
the use of paper, keep its mills run- 
ning and its workmen employed. Even 
protectionist editors-can see the evils 
of the tariff on paper and wood pulp, 
which enables the trust to lay tribute 
on publishers and the people. 


In like manner the steel trust by 


surrendering a little of its monopoly 
profit on steel, which is a raw ma- 
terial for thousands of industries, 
could not only keep its own mills run- 
ning more steadily, but could give a 
great impetus to millions of factory 
wheels, giving re-employment to thou- 
sands of men and relief to millions of 
consumers of products into which steel 
enters. The trust would be compelled 
to do this if the tariff on steel were 
removed- 
The New York Journal oil 


Commerce in its issue of Feb. 19 well 
says: 


"It (the steel trust) holds the whole 


process of recovery in check and keeps 
both capital and labor in idleness. It 
yields in prices upon products that it 
sends abroad and makes it easier for 
foreigners in order not to lose its hold 
upon export markets. 
But the do- 


mestic market it has at its mercy, and 
there it is inexorable. Abroad it has 
to meet competition. At home it has 
managed to strangle it while protected 
from any that might invade its terri- 
tory from without. 
It has come to 


pass that the people need protection, 
which only competition can give, and 
they can have it among domestic pro- 
ducers as soon as they will permit it 
from foreign producers. It is to no 
small extent the tariff that enables 
the trusts to keep up prices and keep 
down the effort to recover industrial 
and trade activity."

EMPTY WORDS. 


Beveridge Uses Strong Language, But— 


Means Nothing. 


In his speech before the Indiana 


convention Senator Beveridge speaks of 
opposition to revision as coming from 
"interests whom the tariff properly pro- 
tected when it vras made, but whom 
changed conditions now enable to act 
lilco highwaymen to other honest in- 
terests; from a purchased press owned 
by gluttonous corporations and by men 
whose wealth flowed from obsolete 
schedules." 


As to the present condition, the sena- 


tor's language is certainly warranted. 
But he insists that nothing must be 
done to the "highwaymen," the "glut- 
tonous corporations" or the "obsolete 
schedules" until "after election." The 
thieving and oppression must go on, 
and it is assumed that the people will 
trust those who simply promise to abol- 
ish thieving In tec future, having fall 
power to do it now. 


Mr. Beveridge's words are worthy of 


notice: "He who would revise the tariff 
on the eve of the presidential election 
is too hypocritical to be tolerated." We 
are at a loss to ascertain the senator's 
meaning. Would not the honest states- 
man or party give the nation the quick- 
est possible relief from such intolera- 
ble conditions, not afraid to base its 
appeal to the people on something defi- 
nite accomplished rather than upon 
fair and general promises to do in the 
future what it bas full power to do 
now and dare not attempt? 


To act before election would seem to 


involve less "hypocrisy" than the op- 
posite course preferred by so many 
eleventh hour converts to tariff revi- 
sion.

gate, as he proved to be. "Before you 
hit the barn another lick I've got to 
see your card." 


Still mystified and a little embar- 


rassed at not being able to produce a 
cardcase from his overalls pocket, the 
amateur painter put on his eyeglasses 
instead and, facing about, benignantly 
said: 


"Sorry I haven't a card with me. but

Proposing An Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State of Ohio Rela- 
tive to the Passage of Bills. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 


mitted to the electors of this state at the 
next election for members of the general . 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
the state of Ohio so that sections 18 to I 
32, both inclusive, of article II, shall be 
spectively be numbered as sections 19 to 
33; and sections 16 and 18 of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows: 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 16. Every bill shall be fully and 
distinctly read on three separate days, 
unless, in 
case 
of urgency, 
three- 
fourths of the members elected to 
the 
house in which it shall be pending, shall 
dispense with this rule; but the reading 
of a bill on its final passage shall in no 
case be dispensed with. 
No bill shall 
comam more lliaa one buujeoi, wuiuii 
shall be clearly expressed in its title; 
and -no law shall be revived or amended 
unless the new act contain the entire 
act revived, or the section or sections 
amended; and the section or sections 
amended shall be repealed. 
See. 18. Every bill passed by the gen- 
eral assembly shall, before it can be- 
come a law, be presented to the gover- 
nor for his approval. 
If 
he 
approve 
it, he can (shall) sign It. If he do not 
approve it, he shall send it with his ob- 
jections in 
writing, to the 
house in 
which it originated which may then re- 
consider the vote on its passage. If two- 
thirds of the members elected to that 
house then agree to repass the bill, it 
shall be sent, with the objections of the 
governor, to the other house, which may 
also reconsider the vote on its passage. 
If two-thirds of the members elected to 
that house then agree to repass it,it shall 
become a law, notwithstanding the ob- 
jections of the governor. If a bill shall 
not be returned by the governor within 
ten days, Sundays excepted, after being 
presented to him, U shall become a law, 
unless the general assembly by adjourn- 
ment prevent its return; in which case, 
it shall become a law unless, •within ten 
days after such adjournment, it shall be 
filed by him, with his objections, in the 
oft'Ca of the secietary of state.

That a proposition shall be 
submitted to the electors of the state ol 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, 1908, to amend sec- 
tion two of article twelve of the consti- 
tution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
shall read as follows: 
ARTICLE XII 
Finance and Taxation. 


Sec. 
2. The General Assembly shall have 
power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state and loca" 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of j 
taxation so far'as their differences jus- I 
tify the same in order to secure a just j 
return from each. 
All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be just to each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county or 
township in this state and bonds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction in connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, publio 
school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amount not exceeding in 
value $200, for each individual, may, by 
general laws, be exempted from taxation; 
but all such laws shall be subject to al- 
teration or repeal; and the value of all 
property, so exempted, shall, from time 
to time, be ascertained and published as 
may he directed by law. 
Section 2. All taxes and exemptions In 
force when this amendment is adopted 
shall remain in force, in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent, unless and 
until otherwise directed by statute.
